The craft, operated by the Con­ 
solidated Exporters, Ltd., of V an­ 
couver, B. C., was seized Tuesday, 
300 miles off the coast, by coast 
guard vessels, acting under orders 
from local headquarters. 
Under Panaman Registry 
The vessel was under Panam an 
registry and its capture was up­ 
held by Lincoln C. Andrews, pro­ 
hibition director, who pointed out 
that, under the new treaty agree­ 
ment with Panama, "any merchant 
vessel which has acquired P ana­ 
man nationality shall lose that n a­ 
tionality if it is devoted to sm ug­ 
gling.” 
\ 
The Federalship was towed into 
the bay alongside the seized rum 
runners Coal H arbor and Quadra, 
where it was closely guarded. 
Information from Vancouver was 
that seizure of the ship would be 
bitterly contested in the courts, its 
owners claiming the capture was 
illegal and th at the 
boat, w ith 
11,000 cases of liquor aboard, was 
bound for Buena Ventura, Colom­ 
bia, in lawful trade. 
Strange Procession in Bay 
The cutter Capokia was dragging 
tho federalship as the strange pro­ 
cession entered the bay.

farm laborers in the northern and 
northeastern counties of Scotland, 
and in all parts of Northern Ire­ 
land, have far exceeded expecta­ 
tions, but mass sailing have been 
deferred so th at the men should 
arrive at their des* (nations at the 
best time of the year. 
About 60 per cent of the applica­ 
tions, especially 
from 
Scotland, 
the north of England, and N orth­ 
ern Ireland, comprise two classes 
not 
hitherto 
touched, 
namely, 
miners with considerable prevloue 
farming experience and unemploy­ 
ed young men of farming stock. 
with soma farm ing experience 
in 
their early days from the cities.

ap­ 
plications are coming in to the 
head office a t the rate of hun­

Largest Dam In 
World to Supply 
4,000,000 People 


COLOGNE, March 3—What will 
be the biggest dam in Europe and 
one of the largest in the world is 
being built in the valley of the 
Sorpe, a small river in Westphalia. 
The dam will be about 225 feet 
high and some 2400 feet long and 
will have a capacity of 19,000,000,000 
gallons. 
This reservoir is designed 
to contain a reserve supply of wa­ 
ter for a district containing 4,000,000 
inhabitants and dependent for its 
water supply solely on the Ruhr, 
since the other two rivers of the 
district, the Wupper and Emscher, 
are polluted by 
industrial plants. 
About five years will be required 
to complete the work and fill the 
dam. 
The filling alone will take 
three years.

8 —"The

phalian valleys, which Dante would 
have described had he seen them; 
these green hills, with the palaces 
of the m asters and lords of the 
mines; th at Rhine river, w ith 
its 
hundred branches—is not this the 
most interesting and most strongly 
pulsating spot in the life of E u r­ 
ope,” asks Maurice Verne writing 
in Comoedia of Paris. 
“Men 
are 
tearing the precious coal from this 
soil; they get the crop of fire from 
underneath the ground here. 
“The rivers are oily and 
dirty;

Citizens of th* Newport bar dis­

Chamber of Commerce and the Or­ 
ange County Harbor Chamber of 
Commerce have been dissolved and 
a new commercial body is now in 
the process of organization, which 
will combine the forces of the bay 
district into a common effort. 
It Is recognized that th* prob­ 
lems confronted by th* various sec­ 
tions of Newport bay district are 
common problems. Th* fortunes of 
the various districts about th* bay 
are inseparable and, with the plans 
of the new organization in opera­ 
tion, the various forces working for 
the common good of the com­ 
munity also will be inseparable.

On the contrary, says a physician, addressing the 
American College of Physicians; 
"Livers now seldom show signs cf alcoholism. 
Formerly there were many cases. 
Now they are a 
rarity. 
When we see one, our interest is aroused. 


MAN OFTEN INFECTED BY DISEA SES OF 
ANIMALS 
Since hum an beings have com e to avail them ­ 
selves largely of the services of the lower anim als, 
a ” d indeed to live with them in close communion, 
physicians have been compelled to take into account 
not only the diseases of m an b u t also those of an i­ 
m als, because of the proof th a t the anim als' d is­ 
eases frequently affect the hum an. 
Am ong the best-know n diseases th a t attack both 
anim als and m an are 
tuberculosis, 
hydrophobia 
glanders and an thrax. 
However, the num ber of 
diseases th at m ay occasionally pass from some a n i­ 
mal to m an is far greater. 
A nthrax is a disease in which there are purulent 
boils. 
Some of the m ost serious cases th at have 
occurred have resulted from the infection of hu­ 
m an beings by using shaving 
brushes 
of 
which 
the hair was taken from infected hides. 
Nowadays 
these m atters are carefully controlled by government 
Inspection, but it is still good advice to w ash a 
new shaving brush thoroughly in boiling w ater be­ 
fore using. 
G landers a ttack s horses, mules, goats, rabbits and 
dogs, and m ay be inoculated into any anim al. 
A 
considerable num ber of cases have occurred in h u ­ 
m an beings through 
contact w ith infected anim als. 
How ever, the gradual disappearance of 
the 
horse 
from ordinary life has cut down to a considerable 
extent the num ber of cases of glanders 
in 
human 
beings. 
In a complete discussion of this topic by the dean 
of the New York State Veterinary College, associat­ 
ed w ith Cornell University, Dr. V. A. Moore, a state­ 
ment is quoted to the effect that numerous cases 
developed among children in 
Russia 
from 
eating 
horse flesh. 
Among the other diseases which affect man less 
frequently are various intestinal complaint, foot- 
and-m outh disease, infectious jaundice, rat-bite fe­ 
ver, and more recently tularemia, which is associat­ 
ed w ith the preparation df the 
flesh 
of 
infected 
rabbits. 
Modern bacteriology and preventive medicine have 
taken into account these possible sources of hu­ 
man infection and controlled them to minimize as 
greatly as possible such transm ission of disease.

In the Machine Age Mining 


Industry Lags Behind a Bit 


"From th« Mining Congress Journal* 


Recently a usually well-Informsd, 
lf 
som ewhat 
biased, 
gentleman 
suggested that the present trend of 
Industry toward the «se of m a­ 
chines showed a decadent nation. 
And 
he 
urged 
the 
adoption 
of 
either the shorter day or the shorter 
week as a relief from the strain of 
the M achine Age. 
There 
are 
those 
who 
fail 
to 
realize that real progress comes 
only through change. 
The changes 
during the past tw enty-five years 
are startling. 
They have brought 
to us, as a people, added years, 
greater education, time for greater 
enjoym ent of those things designed 
to am use and edify us. 
They have 
built up great industries to serve 
the need of leisure hours. 
Indus­ 
tries which more than supply the 
need 
for 
employment 
of 
those 
workers displaced through the use 
of machines. 
Civilization has been 
advancing in an am azing manner. 
In the mining industry the adop­ 
tion of mechanical appliances has 
been slow. M etals have been more 
progressive 
than 
coal 
in 
many 
things mechanical. 
In coal, opera­ 
tors have had to com bat the old 
idea that ditches should be dug 
with teaspoons because in so do­ 
ing more labor w as required. 
It is 
a fallacy that only education can 
overcome. 
The American M ining congress 
started its campaign for complete 
m echanization of the m ines in 1919, 
when it created its standardization 
divlson for the purpose of discuss­ 
ing w ays and means for sim plify­ 
ing and reducing operating costs 
through 
adoption 
of 
simplified 
mining 
methods 
and 
equipment. 
Out of that division grew the dis­ 
cussions 
of 
practical 
operating 
problems which have been a fea­ 
ture a t its conventions during re­ 
cent years, and which have finally 
developed to the point w here whole 
conventions are held for the pur­ 
pose of discussing w ays and means 
of elim inating operating problems 
through 
adoption 
of 
mechanical 
equipment. 
Ona of the things brought out 
repeatedly at these m eetings is the 
fact that the industry is spending 
millions o f dollars In experimental 
work, the result of which is not 
available 
to 
the 
industry 
as 
a 
whole. 
It has been proved that 
certain types of equipment per­ 
form extrem ely well under certain 
conditions; 
conditions, 
perhaps, 
which obtain in a large number of 
districts. 
But it is rarely that one 
district makes available to another 
district the result of its investiga­ 
tive work. 
The American M ining congress 
has been selected by both the op­ 
erator and the manufacturer as 
the agency best adapted to corre­ 
lating the facts concerning me­ 


dian iza tic a of the mines. That or­ 
ganization has accepted 
the re­ 
sponsibility, and at its annual con­ 
vention at W ashington, D. C., D e­ 
cember 7-10, w ill present a plan 
for its accom plishm ent to its board 
of directors for final indorsement. 
W hen 
this 
indorsement is re­ 
ceived the American Mining con­ 
gress w ill 
im mediately 
put 
into 
effect the plan, which will be car­ 
ried out under the auspices of the 
national 
standardization 
division. 
The work will probably begin with 
an 
investigation 
of 
mechanical 
loading problems in the coal In­ 
dustry. 
The engineer or engineers 
who w ill conduct the investigation 
will be men of the highest stand­ 
ing in the industry. 
The reports 
as subm itted m ust first carry the 
indorsements of the com mittee of 
operators and manufacturers spon­ 
soring the work, second the in­ 
dorsement 
of 
the standards 
di­ 
vision, and as a final check w ill 
bear the official indorsement of the 
board of directors. 
The basic plan 
is outlined in this issue. 
It is 
subject to addition or m odifica­ 
tion by the board of directors, but 
the fundam ental principle will not 
be changed. 
It is to be hoped that the m ining 
industry w ill give every co-opera­ 
tion and facility to the com mittee 
in the development of this great 
plan of education and information.
